The Office Action dated October 6, 2005. In the OfiFicial Action dated October 6. 
2005, the Examiner required restriction under 35 U.S.C. §121 between claims 1-14 and 
16-17, drawn to methods for detecting a phospholamban polymorphism, and claim 15, 
drawn to a phospholamban nucleic acid sequence. Applicant hereby elects claim 1 5 for 
prosecution on the merits. This election is made with traverse on the basis that it would 
not be unduly burdensome for the Examiner to examine all of claims 1-17 in the present 
application, particularly since the independent method claims all require comparisons and 
analysis with respect to a nucleotide fragment with a predetermined phospholamban 
nucleotide fragment sequence, thereby necessitating overlap in the searching conducted 
by the Examiner, regardless of classification scheme-based searching set forth by the 
Examiner as indicative of necessarily independent search protocols. 

Accordingly, reconsideration of the restriction requirement and examination of 
claims 1-17 in the present application is respectfully requested.
